Gettysburg is to have a zone office 
under the plans announced by Daniel 
C. Roper, internal Revenue commis­ 
sioner, for reorganizing the divisions 
and sub-divisions of the department 
/to meet the growing needs of the in­ 
creased number of Federal taxpayers. 
Despite the strong protests which 
came from various Chambers of Com­ 
merce, including the Gettysburg or­ 
ganization, the decision to move the 
district revenue 
headquarters from 
Lancaster to Philadelphia will be car­ 
ried out. 
Under the plan York is to become 
headquarters of a division with zone 
deputies 
stationed 
in Gettysburg, 
Hanover and Red Lion. 
Commissioner Roper has issued the 
following statement: 
“Consolidation of the Ninth (Lan­ 
caster) district with the First (Phil­ 
adelphia) internal revenue collection 
district effects a centralization of the 
office work, which is largely of an ac­ 
counting character, and permits the 
extension of the field of service by the 
establishment of IO general divisions 
in this consolidated district. 
Head­ 
quarters will be established as early 
as possible in each division, where an 
office will be maintained open at all 
times, with men in charge especially 
qualified 
to assist taxpayers on in­ 
come and all miscellaneous tax mat­ 
ters. 
“The general 
plan now provides 
for the establishment of headquar­ 
ters for the IO divisions in the fol­ 
lowing cities: Philadelphia, 
Harris­ 
burg, Lancaster, Chester, Norristown, 
Allentown, Pottstown, 
Altoona 
and 
York. 
“In addition, 
when this plan 
is 
under full 
headway, 
zone deputies 
will be stationed for the first week of 
every month 
in every city 
having 
over 5,000 population in the district, 
as well as many other cities and towns 
which now have no repesentativea of 
the revenue service. The zone deputy 
will spend the remainder of the month 
in. surrounding territory, usually one 
or two counties. 
“A similar extension of the revenue 
service is shortly to be made in each 
of the Scranton and Pittsburgh dis­ 
tricts. The reorganization of the in­ 
ternal revenue service in Pennsylva­ 
nia is part of a general program be­ 
ing carried out by Commisioner Roper 
to unify and expand the revenue ser­ 
vice so that it may intelligently serve 
the growing needs of the great num­ 
ber of federal taxpayers.”
